John preached to his difciples in a terrible manner $ Ob gen^atim 
of Vipers , n^ho bath faropomed you to fik from tbe wrah tto come f Now 
is tbe oxeiaiJtQ tbe root of the tree. Many of Chiifts Auditors bad 
been Johns , and being terrified by his Miniftery , Chtift conveys 
the truths that he preaches unto themlnawayofbleflifig; while he 
tells them wha^t they ought to doc , he tells them how Ueffed they 
Ihould be in doing. 

The words area part of the Sermon of Chrift him&lfer He is the 
wildome of the Father^ he knows the Father^ none knows him but 
he 9 and he to whom herevealeshim ; He knows all the Counfells 
and thoughts of the Father concerning our eternall eftaties ; He 
faith 3 that tpbatfiever be bad beard of the Father , that be told to bis 
'Pifciples. Behold, here he is preaching. My Text a part of the moft 
heavenly, and largeft Sermon, that ever he [beached, that is record- 
ed. In the 6 1, pf ^'« beginning. He is anointed to preachy and in the 
40 Pfalme^ he is (aid to be afreacher sifKigfjtemfheJJi. What he is ^- 
nointed to doe, and what is prophecied of him, chat here he doth. 
This day he is preaching rigbteoufneffe to hungry and thirfty foules. 
Chrift in the 8 oOan. 13. is called the Spe^y Another Saint faid 
to the Jpeaker4 And the Apoftle (eemes to allude to that Scripture 
in the 12 of the Heb. 25. Seeyeerefkfe not him that Jpeaketb. See yee 
refuie not the fpeaker. In the2^ verfeofchisCIiap«it^s faid^ Cbrifi 
0ptned bis month and taught : noting the (erioufiiefle of what he faids 
as wee ufe to fay. Wee uw it mth our eyes> Wee heard (iich a diing 
with our eares. 

It was a , mercy that Chrift. had his mouth now opened. The 
Scribes and Pharifees wanted hot malice to have ftopt it. It's a mer- 
cy that the faithfuU Minifters of Chrift have their mouths open. 
And bleijed be God for you, that you have ftopt the mouths of 
thofe that heretofore ^ve ftopt theirs. I rememl>er, I have nead of 
the godly people in Chrjffiomes dme, that were fo troubled at the 
very thought of the flopping of the mouth o( Cbtyfofiomey that they 
uted to (ay, that it were better that the very Sunnc did withdraw 
her light, then that the mouth of %60 Cbrjjbftome (bould be ftopt; 
fy did they priae the opening ofthe ipouth of that Mioifter of 

Chrift '^ 
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Chijft. In the 6<ofLiK(.2o.where wee have the (ante Sermon re« 
cordbd (though there are fome different thoughts of Interpreters 
aboot it ) but I have no time co anfwer the ob)e£ttoins , they may 
ealily be taken away 3 wee ivill take it for the prefeit for the (ame) 
It Is (aid) Cbri^ lifitdt^bU efei $^ bis VifcipUs^ when he thus 
preached to them. Chiifts eyes fparkled with wtfdome and holi- 
nefle ; wUdome makes the face ofmantofliine^I^v. i. 14 Hitgu 
tPtre afiame of fire. There is a great deale of power In the very eyes 
of a faichfull Minifter, fattened upon the people. In the 13. of the 
I* A5s^9» verC wee read of Pm/^ thathefafbned his eyes upon fJjimafj 
' and (kith 5 OhthmJUhfaUfm/chUfattdfitbtilij. He was very loath to 
Ipfe fo great a prlaej a grear man, k man In office, a Deputy that ber 
gan to imbrace the Go(pel, when he (aw danger to lo(e him his (pi- 
rit was raifed, he fattened his eyes with indignation upon Eljmaf. 

The time when Chrift preached this Sermon, was after he bad 
been at prayer ail night together $ for (b you find in the 6 of Luk^j 
12, i}.2o. verfet. 

Here, I. wee have long Prayer jufiiiied, upon extraordinary oe-* 
cafions. 

2. The heart of Chritt waHb lull vdth that that concerned the 
glory of his Father^ and the good of Ids ChClrch, that he fpends 
a whole night in prayer : Oh confider of this you who fpend nights 
in chambering and wantoimefle, ttie Lord Jefus fpent nights in 
prayer. 

Further, he fpent a whole night in prayer when he was to chufe 
his twelve in the morning to (end them abroad ; it was furely for 
the preparation for (bme great work , the Lord Chrift lookt upon 
it as the weighdeft worke next to his owne mediation that ever 
was done in the world, the (ending his Apoftles abroad* Surely 
the worke of the Minitt:erv is a great and a weighty work, doe not 
(lefght i^. Chrift prays all night to prepare them , and for a bkf-. 
(ing upon them ; and after this his prayer he preaches^ this Sermon, 
though his body might be weary, vet he preaches ; Minifters and 
others (hould not be too dainty of thdr bodies, they ttiould (pend 
dme in prayer, and though the Be(h t>e weary, yet fet upon the 
worke God (ets them alxHit , and venture their healths with God. 
It's true , your worke wearies your bodies, yet remember Chritt ,was 
not dainty ef his* And what a Sermon doth Chrift preach after 
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he had Ipieac fo much cime in prayer? Aliniftert^ qercainly would 
Preach better ^ if tl^ prayed oiore $ tbale Sermons thm cotne 
from hearts bwated vA&i pray^, Ue warmeft at the Aoditiors 
tieartv. When a Minifter ihallcomei|pin«o (.he Pulpit, with Im 
heart itekbg in prayer ^that's the Sermon tbac^<a like to doe moft 
^ood 

The icope of hU Sermon , is to (be v wherein bleUedfteiSe con«? 
Hfts 5 onelyChrift ifae\y8uslv3WweeflK>i4dbebf)e(]ied Philpfo- 
pher by ftnrngch of reatbh, beatt ^e bi^j W the Cbriftifin 
by faith catches the bird 4 CXi cbe convf^d^ons that many have had 
of Bleiiednefle by the MimftryoftheGc^pel, though their hearts 
4iave been running out after vanitie and lolly all their dayes before^ 
the Gofpel hath (howne unco them the glory of God, and wha^ 
the excellency of mansnatimkcapableofjand that hath given a 
mighty tume to tfaetr heartSii And blefl^d therfore are they that 
heare the Gofpeiy ^and imt^'ace it. In the u^Luk^ 27. Bk^ed is 
ihe^rpomU that bare tbee^ (Ta'uhfomeofChrids Aud^rs) and thz 
pips that gave theefM^: 1%, (atth Chfift^ Eie^dwre$bij that heare 
she xvord'ef Cfed and k^epit.

Gofpel, .and imbrace ir, then to have Chrift conceived in your 
wombs, then to give luck to Chrifl:. What woman but would ac- 
count that' a Uefied thing, if Chrift had been concdved in hec 
wombe, and if her paps lud gLven Chrift fiick i If you tieare the 
Gofpe?,:andimbrace it, you ai'e more blefled then if you had (uch 
a bkfling granted to yon faFy God $ and what able&d worke is it 
then to fend the Goipel abroad, that men may know wherdn 
bli^nefle tgnMt ? Oh let not difierencesin matters of kfler mo« 
ment hinder the fending abroad, and the (preadii^of the blei^d 
Gofpel. Many ofyou, I verily beleeve, have had the bkfiog of the 
Gofpel, you have found it a Ue(]ed Gofpel to your fbules, had ic 
not beieapitie that matters of fmaller difference had been fb ftood 
upon, fp as to have hindered the preaching of the Gofpel to your 
fouler ^- Doe not fbroe of you fay, I would not for ten thoufand' 
worlds, but the Gofipel had come into cheplaee where I live ,1 ne- 
ver knew what bkfledne& meant, nor how I fiiould come to be 
Uefled, till I heard theGofpel /"Theluftreandf^ory that there is 
Hi the Go^l, commonly ftirres the hearts of peoj^e at firft* In the

Some nations are honoured above others for their va-^- 
lour in warre 5 (bme for their wMclome in policy 5 fome for their 
riches 5 rpmefor their cii4Iity in behaviour 5 fome for their anti- 
quitic ; but this righteouCic& is that which exalts^a Nation above 
all* Pent. 4. 8* fFbat nation if tberefo greats that batbStattttej and 
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Judgements fo righteotff:^ataIlihif Latp that Ifet bejorejou ? If righ- 
teous Statutes and Lawes , make a Nation great arid honourable 
above others^ how great and honourable will the righteous exc* 
cution and performance of thofe righteous Statutes and Lawes 
make a Nation to be ^ 

Thirdly, would you prelerve your authorltie in mens hearts^ 
it concernes yon and us all » that the authoritie of fuck a high 
Court fliould be maintained in the hearts of men Jf flight thoughts 
of your power prevaile in mens hearts^ wee are undone. All that 
debre the good of the Kingdome, (bould feek to make; yoixt autho- 
ride , avtfu\\ in: the hearts of people 5 it concernes you efpecially . to 
be carefiill you doe that which may game this feare of you in the 
hearts of men^ there is nothing will doe it more, then righteouf* 
nd0e.ffal. 11 4. 5 • 'there rrere thg in great feari '^for God it in the G&ie^ 
roHm pftberigbteouf. But that Scripture I Kings 3^ 28. is famous 
for this, when Solomon had given an experiment of bis righteouf- 
n^ in jad^og (iich i%hteoat)odgement between the two Har- 
lots ;marke what the lext (kith ; And all Ifrael beard the judgement 
the King had jttdged^ What then ? And they feared the King ; for 
tbp faip the wtfdoim of God was in him to doe judgement. Thus let 
alftheKangdomeheare of your righteous judgements; let this be 
knowne throughout all the parts o^theKingdome, that whofoe- 
ver comes c^ to jfouy finds tiothitq; but r^teous proceedings^ 
they goe away with their foulesfadsfied with yourrighteoulhe^, 
blefliing God. Ttus will make the Citie , the Couritrey 3 all the 
Kingdome to feare you. HowlbeTer bold wretched fpirits may 
dare in troublelbme times to venture prefumptuous ipeeches^i.
